A new era of progressive move- 
ment has begun in Boyne City, hall- 
marked by the establishment of a new, 
Main Street Board, in effect combin- 
ing the energies of the Downtown 
Development Authority and Main 
Street Program in the community, 

On Tuesday, the Boyne City City 
Commission held a special meeting, 
accepting the voluntary resignations 
of all nine DDA board members, in 
the interest of creating a new, com- 
bined board to help direct the future 
economic development of the com- 
munitye 

In recent weeks, the City had on 
accepting applications from commu- 
nity members interested in serving on 
the new board, to consist of nine 
members including city manager. 
Michael Cain. 

The eight appointed board spots 
were filled at Monday’s meeting. for

Boyne City commissioners ap- 
proved a second and final reading of 
a zoning ordinance amendment that 
will allow hotels as a conditional, 
mixed use in the Waterfront Marina 
District, at their regular meeting last 
week. 

The finalized amendment included 
some revamped wording to create 
guidelines for the amount of retail 
space required on the ground floor by 
potential developers in the district. 
The move, said city manager Mike 
Cain, was aimed at creating a “tool 
to allow us to consider hotels in the 
waterfront marina district.” 

At the amendment’s initial second 
reading last month, the wording had 
been altered slightly from the first 
reading to'include a minimum amount 
of retail space, set at that time at 50 
percent on the recommendation of 


city planning director Tim O°Leary 
and city attorney Jim Murray, as a 
“starting point.” After determining 
that 50 percent was likely too high for 
a minimum, the commission referred 
the issue back to staff for further re- 
search. 

Later in the month, the Boyne City 
Planning Commission passed a rec- 
ommendation that a minimum of 15 
percent be set as part of the ordinance 
amendment, a move that the City 
Commission approved last week, 
with the addition of wording to give 
the Planning Commission criteria to 
allow as little as 10 percent. The 
adopted ordinance then, Cain said, 
“establishes somewhere between the 
10-15 percent range {for retail 
space}.” 

Cain added that while talk of a pos- 


North Lake Street, currently under 
speculation by the Devlon Corpora- 
tion, has been prevalent at recent pub- 
lic meetings, the ordinance itself is 
not, in fact, attached to any particular 
development project, “We don't have 
a site plan,” Cain said of the poten- 
tial development at Big C. “All we've 
seen is a marina plan.”’ However, the 
ordinance means that “we now have 
a mechanism in place to handle that 
request, should that request come for- 
ward,” 

Now that the second reading has 
been approved, the amendment to the 
zoning ordinance will take effect 15 
days from its enactment on Aug. 27. 

The Waterfront Marina District in- 
cludes, primarily, three key properties 
along Boyne City’s waterfront, in- 
cluding Big C, Honeywell, and 
Garrett's on Water Street.

Car crash sends six to the hospital 


A three-vehicle accident 
sent six to the hospital in 
Eveline Township on 


Monday night. 
According to the 
Charlevoix County 


Sheriff’s Office, at ap- 
proximately 9:15 p.m. on 
Monday, Sept. 1, a dis- 
abled 1986 Chevy Blazer 
was parked on the shoul- 
der of the southbound lane 
of Ferry Road, pointed 
south. 

On the shoulder of the 
southbound lane pointing 
north a 1993 Chrysler 
minivan was parked; the 
occupants of both the 
minivan and the Blazer 
were working to get the 
Blazer running, when a 
1996 Buick station wagon 
driven by a 77-year-old 
East Jordan man traveling 
south on Ferry Road struck 
the rear of the Blazer, caus- 
ing it to hit the minivan. 

Several individuals were 
injured in the accident, ac- 
cording to the Sheriff's 
Department, including a 
13-year-old girl who was 
standing between the 


. Blazer and minivan at the 


time of the impact, becom- 
ing pinned between the 
two vehicles. 


She was transported to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital, 
where at press time she 
was in intensive care, be- 
ing treated for injuries to 
both legs and a head injury. 

Also involved in the ac- 
cident were a 33-year-old 
female from Levering, a 
34-year-old male from 
Charlevoix and a 43-year- 
old male from Harbor 
Springs, all of whom were 
behind the minivan retriev- 
ing tools from the van at 
the time of the impact. 

The female was thrown 
away from the van; she re- 
fused treatment at the 
scene. 

The two males were 
thrown to the ground, with 
the van rolling on top of 
them, 

The 34-year-old was 
transported to Charlevoix 
Area Hospital where he 
was treated for neck and 
back injuries, and released; 
the 43-year-old male re- 
fused treatment. 

Also injured were the 
77-year-old driver of the 
Buick, his 76-year-old fe- 
male front seat passenger 
and a 76-year-old female 
rear seat passenger. The 
driver was transported to 
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Northern Michigan Hospi- 
tal, treated for cuts on both 
arms and released; the 
front seat passenger was 
transported to Northern 
Michigan Hospital, where 
she remains hospitalized 
for a laceration to her head 
and a chest injury. 

The Buick’s rear seat 
passenger was transported 
to Northern Michigan Hos- 
pital, treated for lacerations 
to her head and leg, and re- 
leased. 

At the time of the acci- 
dent, the minivan was also 
occupied by three children 
from Charlevoix; two 
boys, ages 9 and 14, were 
uninjured, while a girl, age 
9, received a minor bump 
on the head. 

Alcohol is believed to 
have been a factor in the 
accident, which remains 
under investigation. 

The Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Department was 
assisted at the scene by the 
Boyne City EMS, East Jor- 
dan EMS, City of 
Charlevoix EMS, and the 
East Jordan Fire Depart- 
ment.

24-hour relay will be delayed indefinitely 


After weeks of limbo, the 
Boyne City School Boost- 
ers and Boyne City Foun- 
dation For Educational Ex- 
cellence have announced 
their decision to cancel the 
24-Hour Relay fund-raising 
event originally scheduled 
for September. 

The event, which would 
have raised funds for an 
electronic sign to be located 
at the entrance of Boyne 


City High School, had been - 


set for Sept. 13; however, 
unresolved issues regarding 
the placement of the sign 
between the City of Boyne 
City and the Boyne City 
Public Schools have left the 
Organizations between a 
rock and a hard place. 

“The Boosters and Foun- 
dation are successful in 
their fund-ratsing efforts 
due to the support of the 
community,” said Founda- 
tion president Pete 
Friedrich. “The City repre- 
sents our community, and 
we cannot proceed without 
them.” 

In planning for the elec- 
tronic sign, which would 
display not only school ac- 
tivities but community 
events, the school district 
requested approval for a 
zoning variance from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The variance was needed 
since the sign, as designed, 
would not meet zoning re- 


quirements. The Zoning 


Board of Appeals turned 
down the school’s variance 
request. 

While a recent State Su- 
preme Court ruling has in- 
dicated, in the opinion of the 
schoo! district’s attorneys, 
said schools superintendent 
Jim Cooper, that schools are 


not subject to the zoning re-_ 


straints that would apply to 
other “businesses,” the dis- 
trict still wishes to work 
with the City in resolving 


the issue. 

“We are an exception [to 
the zoning regulations] sim- 
ply based on what we are, a 
public school,” Cooper said, 
“We understand [however] 
that the city can’t open that 
door... and I respect that.” 

According to city man- 


"ager Mike Cain, the City is 


likewise committed to find- 
ing a way to work the issue 
out amicably. The question, 
Cain said, ‘tis whether [the 
City] has jurisdiction in that 
area, The current opinion 
is, we may not, and we’re 
checking into that.”

the following terms: Hugh Conklin, through January of 
2004; Laura Sansom, through January of 2005; Scott

“We had more applications than we had appoint- 
ments,” Cain said, “so it was a tough decision.”

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As a military mom for more 
than 20 years, Boyne City’s Bar- 
bara Weiss is used to long sepa- 
rations from her son, Randy 
Weiss, a Boyne City High School 
graduate who is now an Air Forces 
Master Sergeant in the 606 
Squadron, 

But when Randy was sent to 
frag, she knew that the conditions 
that he, and his fellow soldiers, 
were facing were likely the worst 
they'd had to endure. “It's just 
dust,” said Barbara, “hey had no 
place to eat. They ail got very 
sick.” 

Not one to sit back and do noth- 
ing, Barbara did what she could, 
instially sending care packages of 
toiletries to the soldiers, 

Before long, however, Barbara 
decided that the troops would 
benefit from a litde taste of home. 
“TL sent foods like beef jerky, hard 
cookies, anything that would 
keep.” she said. “They were re- 
ally hungry for banana bread, but 
[with three to four week delays 
in getting mail}, it wouldn't 
keep.” 

It wasn't just for Randy, 
though, that she sent the supplies: 
even after her son returned to his 
station in Germany, Barbara, at 
his request, continued. to ship out 
care packages to the soldiers he'd 
left behind in [raq. 

“He asked me to continue to 
send [packages] to the troops,” 
Barbara said. “He knew [ would 
do it” 

While her son's deployment to 
a warzone has been difficult, it’s 
been a help, said Barbara, to be 
able to do something useful. Not 
to mention, have the chance to 
indulge a personal passion -~- 
baking.

COUNTY OF CHARLEVOIX 
An ordinance to amend the Boyne City Zoning Ordinance (A-80) 
Article 1X - Waterfront Marina District 
THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Purpose. 


The purpose of this ordinance is to amend the Waterfront Marina District (WMD) 
to permit hotels as a conditional use, per Section 9.30, within the district, subject to 


all applicable standards. 


Section 2, Amendment of Section 9.30 Conditional Uses. 


Subsection H. of Section 9.30, is hereby added and shall read in full as: 

H. Hotel, as defined in this Ordinance, under Article |. In addition to meeting the 
definition requirement of Article |, a hotel use in the WMD shall also include permit- 
ted commercial, retail or service uses on a minimum of fifteen (15%) percent of the 

“gross floor area,” which is further defined as the gross “floor area” of the first floor 
as depicted in “Floor Area Terminology” and “Basic Structural Terms.” The Planning 
Commission may reduce this standard provided: (1) It determines the proposed 
public access to the property provides additional access that did not exist prior to 
the proposed development, (2) The access links to a comprehensive public access 
system, and, (3) The access is dedicated to the public. !n no event shall the mini- 
mum percent of commercial, retail or service uses be less than ten (10%) percent of 
the gross floor area. A hotel in the WMD may inciude office uses on the upper 
floor(s) as part of the overall structure. The exterior of a hotel in the WMD shall be 
compatible with the City’s Design Standards. 


Section 3. Conflicting Standards. ; 
if any of the standards set forth in this amendment conflict with any other stan- 
dards of previous or future ordinances or amendments, the stricter standards shall 


apply. 


Section 4. Severability 


The various parts, sections and clauses of this Ordinance are hereby declared to 
be severable. If any part, sentence, paragraph, section or clause is adjudged un- 
constitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of the 
Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 5. Effective Date
